CHICAGO, Oct. 12.— The text of Germany’s reply to 
President Wilson’s inquiries was communicated by 
The 
Associated Press tonight to William G. McAdoo, secre­ 
tary of the treasury just before he delivered 
a Liberty 
Loan address at a crowded mass meeting. 
Mr. McAdoo 
told the audience the text of the reply and added: 
“W hat this government demands, based on President 
Wilson’s messages and speeches, is 
unconditional 
sur­ 
render, and if this reply is authentic it means just that.” 
Before telling the audience about the German note Mr. 
McAdoo said of the first German note a week a g o : 
“Germany didn’t senti its note to anyone except the 
United States. W hy? 
Because the president of the Unit­ 
ed States has formulated the principles of a 
permanent 
peace. 
“ Germany knows- that when she accepts the presi­ 
dent’s conditions— I am not talking terms, but conditions, 
principles— when she is off the soil of every invaded land, 
it means unconditional surrender. 
“W hat is unconditional surrender? 
It is when the fel­ 
low you are fighting says, ‘I give in and take what you 
say I ought to take.’ 
“The kaiser might as w ell surrender now. 
Ile isn’t 
deluded now. 
He did think at one time 
that 
America 
wouldn’t get into the war, but he knows better now.” 
At this point the secretary alluded to the Associated 
Press despatch briefly outlining the German terms. Then 
after stating that he hoped the message would prove au­ 
thentic, he added: 
“ PH not discuss terms now'. 
Even if it is true 
that 
the kaiser has surrendered, that doesn’t make it the less 
important that this loan be subscribed. 
It has to be, be­ 
cause we spent most of the money before we asked for it. 
“ It is the highest patriotism, the highest act of love 
and honor, for us to bring back in triumph those men who 
made peace possible. 
“Do you realize that two million boys— my son, your 
son— are over in France. 
When peace comes don’t w'e 
want our boys back just as quickly as we can get them. 
It will cost just as much to get them back as it took to 
send them over there. 
“Peace or no peace, the fourth liberty loan goes over.” 
“lf the kaiser says; ‘I am willing to evacuate, and to 
accept your conditions,’ that is surrender, or I don’t know 
what is. 
The point I am making in this. 
America has 
stood for peace on the foundations of justice and democ­ 
racy, eliminating the festering sores which have caused 
all the w ars in Europe and we never will accept peace un­ 
til w'e get it as America wants it. 
“In a short time we shalldiave unconditional surrend­ 
er if we have not got it now.” /

Official Text of German Reply 


The text of the note follows: 
“In reply to the questions of the pres­ 
ident of the United States of America 
the German 
government 
hereby d e­ 
clares: 
“The German government has ac­ 
cepted the terms laid down by President 
W ilson in his address of January the 
eighth and in his subsequent addresses 
on the foundation of a permanent peace 
o f.justice. 
Consequently its object in 
entering into discussions would be only 
to agree upon practical details of the ap­ 
plication of these terms. 
The German 
government believes that the govern­ 
ments of the powers associated with the 
government of the United States also 
take the position taken by President W il­ 
son in his address. The German govern­ 
ment in accordance with the Austro- 
Hungarian government for the purpose 


of bringing about an armistice, declares 
itself ready to com ply with the proposi­ 
tion of the president in regard to evacua­ 
tion. 
“The German government suggests 
that the 
president 
may 
occasion the 
m eeting of a mixed commission for mak­ 
ing the necessary arrangem ents con­ 
cerning the evacuation. The present Ger­ 
man government, which has undertaken 
the responsibility for this step towards 
peace, has been formed by conferences 
and in agreement with the great major­ 
ity of the 
reichstag. 
The chancellor, 
rupported in all of his actions by the will 
of this majority, speaks in fhd name of 
the German government anil of the Ger­ 
man people.

There has been an opinion in some quarters that the 
German peace offer at this time had for one of its objects 
the discouragement of Americans in the Fourth Liberty 
loan. Military men have expressed the view that it was 
framed for its possible effect on the morale of the Ameri­ 
can and entente troops in the field and the 
workers at 
home being pressed to do their utmost for the prosecution 
of the war. 
The first thought tonight was that the des­ 
patch received here was something of a move of that sort.

If you are taken sick suddenly, do not w ait for severe symp­ 
toms, but call a physician immediately, as the disease may be­ 
come serious in a short space of time. 


Keep away from those who have bad 
colds. 


Cover your mouth and nose when you 
cough or sneeze, as coughing or 
sneezing, except behind a handker­ 
chief, is a great sanitary offense. 
Keep your living room well venti­ 
lated. 
Keep the room where you work full of 
fresh air. 
Keep the children who have a bad 


cold aw ay from school or public 
gatherings. 
Spend all th e time you can out of 
doors. 
Keep your body in a healthy condi­ 
tion. 
Do not neglect what you call a bad 
cold. 
Keep your home and premises clean 
and see th a t the streets anti alleys 
in your neighborhood are in a san­ 
itary condition. 


If reasonable care is exercised, and an endeavor made to keep 
mentally calm at this time, there is no reason to expect a seri­ 
ous spread of the trouble.

Before the war one sixth of our 
total apple crop found its way to 
England, G e rm a n y and S candin­ 
avia. 
Even now, when tonnage to 
Rn rope is so precious, doctors and 
food experts consider the dietetic 
value of the apple so im portant 
t h a t an occasional hundred car 
loads is shippd overseas to th e 
hospitals and convalescent hom es 
where the Allied soldiers and o ur 
boys are recuperating. 
But there is no steady foreign 
market for apples at present and 
we may th e re fo re expect a la rge 
,honie supply. Because tran sp o rta ­ 
tion iii this c o u n t ry is under such 
strain, however, it is possible t h a t 
those who do n ot live in apple 
growing regions will not benefit 
from this u n u su a lly large hom e 
supply. 
This places increased resp o n ­ 
sibilities on those who can ob­ 
tain apples easily 
to 
see th a t 
none are wasted. 
Use them f re e ­ 
ly. 
It would be hard to find a 
m o re wholesome food.

in their natural sta te and cooked. 
M ake them into jellies, apple b u t ­ 
te rs and jams. 
Save the w in d ­ 
falls by cutting out the bruised 
part and drying th e rest.

o th e r way to save apples that 
cannot be k “ ot for winter is to 
m a ke them into apple sauce an d 
can it.
